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BACHELOR  OF  MUSIC  DEGREE 

The  Faculty  of  Music,  University  of  Toronto,  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  Division  of  University  Ex- 
tension and  the  Royal  Conservatory  of  Music  Summer 
School,  will  offer  the  first  year  of  the  four  year 
programme  leading  to  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Music,  in  the  Summer  Day  Session  1973  and  the  Winter 
Session  1973-74. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  DEGREE  PROGRAMMES 

The  First  Year  programme  to  be  offered  through  part- 
time  study  is  common  to  three  different  programmes 
of  study  leading  to  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music: 
Mus.  Bac.  (Concentration  in  Composition) 

Mus . Bac.  (Concentration  in  History  and  Literature) 
Mus.  Bac.  (Concentration  in  Music  Education) 

Students  wishing  to  obtain  a Bachelor  of  Music 
Degree  with  concentration  in  one  of  these  areas 
must  complete  a minimum  of  60  units  of  credit. 

The  minimum  of  60  units  must  be  distributed  as  follows: 

1 Basic  Music  Courses 

These  are  courses  which  are  required  of  all  students 
in  the  three  programmes.  They  are  designed  to 
establish  a basic  level  of  musicianship  relevant 
to  all  concentrations.  (See  chart) 

2 Arts  and  Science  Courses 

Not  less  than  12  units  nor  more  than  18  units  may 
be  taken.  Each  full  course  counts  as  3 units  to- 
wards a Bachelor  of  Music  Degree.  Each  half-course 
counts  as  1 1/2  units.  Students  should  consult 
’University  of  Toronto  Degree  Programmes  in  Ex- 
tension 1973-74 1 to  select  those  courses  for  which 
they  are  eligible.  Music  offerings  in  the  Faculty 
of  Arts  and  Science  with  prefix  ’MUS1  are  not 
available  as  Arts  and  Science  electives  to  Faculty 
of  Music  students. 

3 Major  Concentration 

During  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  years,  students 
will  specialize  in  Composition,  History  and  Lit- 
erature, or  Music  Education.  (Consult  Faculty  of 
Music  Calendar  for  detailed  descriptions.) 
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4 Music  Electives  and/or  Minor  Concentration 

The  remaining  courses  up  to  the  minimum  total  of  60 
units  are  to  be  selected  from  among  those  music  courses 
not  otherwise  required  in  the  student's  programme  and 
for  which  he  has  the  prerequisites  and  the  permission  of 
the  instructor.

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ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS 
Academic  Requirements 
Regular  Students 

Entrance  to  the  first  year  is  offered,  depending 
upon  the  number  of  places  available,  to  candidates 
from  Ontario  secondary  schools  who  demonstrate  good 
standing,  based  upon  the  following  evidence: 

1 Completion  of  five  academic  credits  from  Grade  13. 
Music  is  highly  recommended  as  a subject,  but  should 
not  be  counted  in  the  five  credits. 

2 A recommendation  by  the  secondary  school  last  attended 
regarding  fitness  for  university  studies. 

3 A complete  academic  report  for  the  three  final  years 
of  secondary  school. 

4 Results  of  standardized  tests  offered  by  the  Service 
for  Admission  to  College  and  University. 

Non-matriculant  Students 

An  applicant  who  will  have  been  a resident  of  Ontario 
for  at  least  one  year  by  October  1st,  who  will  be 
at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age  by  that  date,  and 
who  did  not  complete  an  Ontario  Grade  13  programme 
(or  its  equivalent)  may  request  consideration  for 
admission  to  the  University  of  Toronto  as  a 'non- 
matriculant*  on  the  basis  of  demonstrated  ability 
and  experience  and  completion  with  satisfactory 
standing  of  at  least  one  of  the  Pre-University 
courses  offered  by  the  Division  of  University 
Extension.  Non-matriculant  students  are  expected 
to  show  the  same  musical  standards  as  any  other 
candidate  for  admission. 

Musical  Requirements

1 Royal  Conservatory  of  Music  of  Toronto  (or  equival- 
ent) certificate,  obtained  within  three  years  of 
the  date  of  application:  Grade  X piano  or  organ; 

or  Grade  VIII  in  any  standard  orchestral  or  band 
instrument,  classical  guitar,  free  bass  accordion, 
or  voice.

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2 Special  performance  entrance  examination  is  available 
on  any  of  the  above  instruments,  voice,  or  historical 
instruments.  Performance  of  pieces,  technique,  sight- 
reading, and  ear  tests  is  required.  The  syllabi  of  the 
Royal  Conservatory  of  Music  of  Toronto  should  be  con- 
sulted for  guidance  as  to  the  standard  expected.

1 Royal  Conservatory  of  Music  of  Toronto  (or  equivalent)

Applica- 
tions are  obtainable  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty 
of  Music.  The  examination  is  normally  given  in  Toronto, 
but  may  be  written  in  other  centres  in  Canada,  in  which 
case  candidates  will  have  to  pay  the  Presiding  Officer's 
fee.  The  examination  will  cover  musical  rudiments  and 
diatonic  harmony  using  triads  and  seventh  chords. 

NOTE:  Beginning  in  1974-75,  the  special  written  theory 

entrance  examination  will  be  replaced  by  an  admission- 
placement  test  of  general  musicianship  which  will  cover 
rudiments,  aural  dictation,  diatonic  harmony,  and 
general  musical  knowledge. 

C Keyboard  Proficiency 

All  students  whose  applied  music  medium  is  not  a key- 
board instrument  must  demonstrate  the  following  basic 
keyboard  skills : 

a)  Playing  of  intervals  above  or  below  a given  note 

b)  Playing  of  basic  triads  in  all  keys 

c)  Playing  of  basic  cadences  in  keys  with  up  to  two 
accidentals 

If  the  required  standard  is  not  met  by  registration, 
the  student  must  meet  it  before  he  can  be  admitted  to 
second  year.  Students  holding  less  than  the  Royal 
Conservatory  of  Music  of  Toronto  Grade  VIII  piano 
certificate  (or  equivalent)  must  demonstrate  further 
keyboard  proficiency  before  graduation,  by  successfully 
completing  the  following:

b)  Playing  scales  (major,  harmonic  minor  and  melodic 
minor)  and  basic  broken  and  block  chords  (triads 
and  seventh  chords)  in  all  keys 

c.)  Sight-reading  a melodv,  a two-part  piece,  a 
chorale,  and  a simple  accompaniment 

NOTE;  Beginning  in  1974-75,  applicants  must  meet 
the  following  additional  requirements: 

1 Interview  (to  cover  ear  discrimination,  and  verbal 
and  theoretical  skills). 

2 Audition  (except  for  students  who  elect  to  take 
the  full  performance  entrance  examination  as  indi- 
cated in  A 2 above).  This  will  be  an  8 to  10 
minute  performance  audition.  Repertoire  should 

be  of  the  level  under  A above.  Out-of-province 
applicants  mav  submit  tapes.

Standing  in  Music  Courses 

A student  receives  standing  in  a course  if  the 
average  of  his  term  mark  and  examination  mark  is 
50%.  He  may  not  take  any  course  if  he  has  been 
conditioned  in  the  prerequisite  for  that  course 
until  such  condition  has  been  removed. 

Standing  in  each  course  is  issued  as  follows: 

I 75+,  II  66-74,  III  60-65,  P 50-59,  F below  50. 

To  obtain  standing  in  any  year,  a candidate 
must  receive  an  overall  average  of  60%.  The 
average  is  obtained  by  weighting  each  course  in 
accordance  with  the  number  of  units.

Withdrawal 

A student  who  wishes  to  withdraw  from  a course 
must  notify  the  Division  of  University  Extension 
in  writing.  Merely  ceasing  to  attend  lectures, 
or  informing  the  instructor,  although  it  is 
courteous  to  do  so,  does  not  constitute  official 
withdrawal.  Notification  must  be  received  by  the
